Upon the whole, Life ſeems to me to 
be a ſtrange Compoſition of Good and II}, 
ſome grateful Intermixrures there are 1n- 
deed that make it a little the more pallat- 
able : but yer for all that, it we conſider 
it only under the Notion of [elf-aCtivity, 
or rather as an Entrance into, or an Exit
